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EGOUNIS  STORE 

As  far  back  as  1825  there  was  a  store  on  the  property.  Beginning  in  April  1871  C.  Wesley  Carter 
and  A.H.  Brown  ran  a  general  grocery  store  and  carried  a  small  line  of  drv  goods.  C.W.  Carter 
bought  A.H.  Brown's  interest  for  $1250.00  on  December  26,  1874.  In  the  spring  of  1878  he 
removed  his  merchandise  to  the  Brick  Store  across  the  street.  The  barn  was  built  in  1875  by  George 
Pillsbury.  The  Carter  family  continued  to  own  the  property  until  1921  when  Alia  Carter  sold  to 
Austin  Langley.  He  in  turn  sold  to  Anna  and  George  Bugbee  of  Manchester  in  1928.  A  front  had 
been  placed  on  the  house  prior  to  January  1929  when  Bernice  and  Felix  Egounis  came  to  Boscawen 
from  Rowley,  Massachusetts  and  bought  the  property.  They  sold  Texaco  gasoline  until  1958. 

In  1937  the  store  front  was  replaced  and  the  old  one  was  moved  down  the  road  and  became  the 
home  of  James  Eastman  which  is  now  owned  by  William  Tallman. 

In  1946  an  extension  was  put  on  the  north  side. 

In  1954  the  Boscawen  Post  Office  was  located  at  the  Egounis  Store. 

Raymond  Egounis  and  his  wife,  Loda,  leased  the  store  in  1954  from  his  parents  and  purchased  it 
in  1961.  They  remodeled  it  in  1962.  They  were  joined  in  the  grocery  store  by  their  son.  Douglas,  in 
the  earlv  1970's  and  have  continued  a  fine  familv  business.

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  toward  the  operating  expenses  of 
the  Penacook  Centers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  for  the 
Youth  Center  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  for  the  Senior  Center. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Board  of  three  Cemetery 
Trustees  with  full  power  over  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  Town 
Cemeteries.  Such  trustees  shall  serve  for  staggered  terms  of  three  years 
each. 

15.  To  elect  by  unofficial  ballot  three  Trustees  to  serve  until  the  next 
annual  town  election  as  provided  in  RSA  669:16. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Capital  Reserve 
Cemetery  Improvement  Fund  established  in  1984  and  to  establish  an 
Expendable  Trust  Fund  to  be  used  for  cemetery  maintenance  and 
improvements  (RSA  31:19A)  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  nine  thousand 
twenty  six  dollars  and  sixty  five  cents  ($9,026.65)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund 
with  the  Cemetery  Trustees  being  the  designated  agents  to  expend.  Both 
principal  and  interest  may  be  spent  from  this  fund. 
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17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses  of  the 
Town  until  the  taxes  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  authority  to 
transfer  or  sell  property  taken  by  the  Town  in  default  of  Redemption  from 
the  Tax  Sale  or  otherwise  acquired  and  such  sale  to  be  at  public  auction 
with  the  Selectmen  reserving  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make 
application  for  and  to  accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any 
and  all  advances,  grants,  or  other  funds  for  Town  purposes  which  may 
now  or  hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  U.S.A.  or  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  or  any  Federal  or  State  Agency. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept 
and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  private  gifts  and  contributions  for 
Town  purposes. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer 
three  major  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Boscawen:  Home  Care, 
Hospice,  and  Health  Promotion. 

Home  Care  Services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients 
with  acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and 
paraprofessional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes. 
Emphasis  is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the 
patient  within  the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  Services  provide  professional  and  paraprofessional  services  to 
the  terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she 
remain  at  home  in  comfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symp- 
tom management  and  skilled  intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special 
physical,  emotional  and  spiritual  needs.  This  is  a  Medicare  Certified 
Hospice  Program  in  New  Hampshire. 

Health  Promotion  Services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  income 
families  and  individuals  to  prevent  illness  by  professional  assessment  and 
screening  for  health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent, 
eliminate,  or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/ or  disability,  and  by 
anticipatory  guidance  and  health  teaching.  Services  rendered  in  the  clinic 
setting  are:  child  health,  family  planning,  sexually  transmitted  disease, 
adult  screening,  immunizations,  and  HIV  testing  and  counseling.  Home 
visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when  needed  health  care  cannot  be 
given  in  the  clinic.  Senior  Health  Services  are  provided  at  congregate 
housing  sites.  Professional  and  para-professional  hourly  home  services  are 
provided  on  a  private  fee-for-service  basis.  Emphasis  is  on  promoting 
healthy  children,  families,  and  individuals  through  early  intervention 
and  health  teaching. 

Health  education  and  instruction  are  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Boscawen  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facil- 
ity, pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing 
home  care  will  only  be  provided  with  a  phsician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093) 
between  the  hours  of  8:00  a.m.  -  4:00  p.m.  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  A  nurse  is  on  call  for  hospice 
and  home  care  patients;  (224-4093)  4:00  p.m.  -  8:00  a.m.  daily. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  that  person  without  health  insurance  and/ or  who  is  unable  to  pay 
the  full  charge.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a 
financial  statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person. 
Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/ Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  is  a  member  agency  of  the  United  Way 
of  Merrimack  County.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Years  come  and  years  pass,  in  good  times  we  plan  for  the  future,  ever 
hopeful  that  things  can  only  get  better.  This  is  not  always  true;  today  we 
see  in  our  community,  state,  nation  and,  above  all,  in  our  own  lives,  that 
we  must  make  some  very  important  and  serious  choices. 

The  Selectmen,  Department  Heads,  and  Budget  Committee  have  spent 
many  hours  preparing  this  years  warrant.  We  believe  that  the  operating 
budget  reflects  the  needs  of  our  community,  keeping  in  mind  the 
economic  situation  that  we  are  experiencing. 

The  warrant  articles  speak  for  themselves.  We  have  tried  to  present  real 
dollars,  as  in  the  capping  of  the  Sanitary  Landfill. 

One  year  ago  we  referred  to  planning  the  permanent  closure  of  the 
Corn  Hill  Road  Landfill.  The  engineering  has  been  completed,  bids  have 
been  received  through  an  extensive  bid  process,  and  a  low  bidder  has  been 
approved.  There  are  unspent  funds  remaining  from  the  transfer  station 
bond,  but  it  will  be  up  to  residents  at  the  Town  Meeting  to  decide 
whether  or  not  to  raise  the  amount  necessary  to  complete  the  project  in 
1991. 

We  are  continuing  to  wrestle  with  the  costs  of  sewerage  in  the  lower 
end  of  town.  The  costs  have  risen  drastically  for  Boscawen  since  the 
closing  of  the  tannery.  Bypassing  and  closing  the  Penacook  treatment 
plant  as  proposed  by  Concord  does  not  seem  to  offer  much  financial  relief 
in  the  near  future.  We  are  interested  in  determining  if  it  could  be  cheaper 
to  build  and  run  our  own  treatment  plant,  but  again  the  decision  will  rest 
with  Town  Meeting  voters. 

We  are  very  appreciative  of  the  time  and  effort  put  in  by  members  of 
the  Conservation  Commission  to  verify  the  town  boundary  lines  with 
both  Webster  and  Salisbury.  This  is  a  chore  that  is  supposed  to  be  carried 
out  every  seven  years  or  so.  Members  are  also  to  be  commended  for  work- 
ing out  a  cooperative  agreement  with  NH  Fish  &  Game  to  manage  our 
town  forest  and  the  adjoining  Hirst  Forest  on  Queen  Street  for  wildlife, 
forestry,  and  recreational  purposes. 

Several  members  of  the  Commission  also  formed  the  nucleus  of  the 
L.C.I. P.  Committee  which  was  successful  in  having  farm  and  forest  land 
on  two  Boscawen  properties  preserved  by  conservation  easements  for  the 
future  and  saved  from  development. 

We  also  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts  of  all  of  the  Boards  and 
Committees.  These  individuals  give  many  hours  of  their  time,  which  is 
not  always  recognized.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

February  4,  1991 

The  Budget  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire  has 
continued  to  take  an  active  role  in  the  budget  process.  Finalizing  the 
budget  for  1991  was  a  difficult  task.  The  Middle  East  crisis  and  the  cur- 
rent economic  recession  are  affecting  every  citizen  in  the  Town  of 
Boscawen.  The  overwhelming  school  budget,  that  makes  up  the  largest 
percentage  of  the  tax  bill,  is  continuing  to  rise.  The  taxpayers  are  con- 
cerned. Hearing  these  concerns,  the  Budget  Committee  reviewed  the  1991 
budget  with  the  goal  of  holding  back  on  all  departmental  increases. 

Achieving  this  goal  was  not  easy.  Each  of  the  departments  submitted 
responsible  budget  with  modest  increases,  reflecting  the  economic  times. 
These  budgets  were  reviewed  many  times  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
by  the  Budget  Committee  and  reductions  were  made.  One  reduction  that 
affected  all  departments  was  employee  salary  increases.  The  department 
heads  requested  a  five  percent  (5  % )  raise  in  salary  for  all  town  employees; 
the  budget  also  had  a  comparable  increase  in  employee  health  insurance 
costs  and  other  benefits,  due  to  increased  rates.  Per  the  recommendation 
of  the  Budget  Committee,  the  Selectmen  reviewed  these  benefit  increases 
with  the  town  employees.  At  the  final  budget  hearing,  the  decision  was 
made  to  eliminate  salary  increases  in  the  1991  budget  and  to  continue  to 
pay  all  health  insurance  and  employee  benefit  costs. 

The  finalized  budget  resulted  in  a  three- tenths  of  one  percent  (.3%)  in- 
crease over  the  1990  operating  budget!  This  1991  budget  is  supported 
unanimously  by  the  Budget  Committee.

An  audit  includes  exam- 
ining, on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in 
the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that 
our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the 
General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the 
above  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the 
Town  of  Boscawen  at  December  31,  1989,  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
and  the  changes  in  financial  position  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for 
the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  and  individual  fund  finan- 
cial statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
the  financial  position  of  each  of  the  individual  funds  of  the  Town  at 
December  31,  1989,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the 
year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

The  Human  Service  Department  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  has  helped 
68  families  —  134  applications  —  during  the  1990  year.  Some  families 
needed  our  assistance  more  than  once,  and  if  they  were  needy,  we  were 
glad  to  help  them.  There  are  many  State  and  Federal  programs  available 
—  such  as  Food  Stamps,  AFDC,  WIC,  Housing,  Meals-On- Wheels,  Fuel 
Assistance,  N.H.  Cares,  Head  Start,  Hook-Up,  SSI,  Job  Training,  Help 
Line,  and  Community  Action  —  and  we  were  able  to  help  some  of  our 
people  apply  for  some  of  them.  As  the  above  chart  shows,  we  have  spent  a 
total  of  $15,741.11  this  year  from  our  welfare  budget  —  and  the  various 
category  in  which  it  was  spent.  Most  of  the  amounts  under 
"miscellaneous"  were  for  medication.  Some  of  those  we  assisted  were  able 
to  repay  the  Town  —  amounting  to  $2,880  this  year.  We  appreciate  this 
very  much  as  it  gives  us  more  funds  to  help  someone  else  in  need. 

We  belong  to  the  N.H.  Local  Welfare  Administrators  Association,  the 
Community  Action  Advisory  Board,  and  the  Merrimack  County  Welfare 
Committee.  At  these  meetings  we  exchange  views  and  ideas  and  are  in- 
formed of  the  various  State  and  Federal  Programs  available  to  our  people. 
At  one  of  these  meetings  last  year,  we  heard  of  available  money  from  the 
Stewart  B.  McKinney  Grant,  we  applied,  and  were  fortunate  to  be 
awarded  $1,750.  We  applied  again  this  year  and  were  again  fortunate  to 
be  awarded  funds  —  this  time  $2,500  —  money  to  be  used  in  our  Welfare 
Department. 

Please  continue  to  let  us  know  if  you  hear  of  any  family  needing  our 
help  but  are  reluctant  to  ask  for  themselves.  Your  concern  is  very  much 
appreciated.  Some  of  our  people  help  at  the  Soup  Kitchen  at  the  United 
Church  of  Penacook.  Delicious  meals,  free  of  charge,  are  served  on  Mon- 
day, Wednesday,  and  Friday  evenings  from  4:30  to  5:30.  There  are  Food 
Pantries  in  our  area  where  free  food  is  available  to  those  needing  help  — 
Boscawen  Congregational  Church;  in  Penacook,  the  Immaculate  Con- 
ception Rectory  and  the  United  Church  of  Penacook;  and  in  Concord,  St. 
John's  Church  on  South  Main  Street;  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  on  North  State 
Street;  and  Community  Action.  These  Food  Pantries  are  open  at  different 
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times  and  days,  so  ask  at  the  Selectmen's  office  for  information.  Through 
Community  Action  Program  many  of  our  people  receive  Fuel  Assistance, 
USDA  Food,  and  Meals-On- Wheels. 

We  cannot  finish  this  report  without  saying  "thank-you"  to  all  the 
various  organizations  who  have  helped  our  folks-in-need  this  year.  At 
Thanksgiving  time,  there  were  groups  with  food  baskets  and  many 
volunteers  delivering  this  food.  At  Christmas  time  there  was  the  Capital 
Food  Project,  and  then  again  many  of  our  Boscawen  people  volunteering 
with  the  packaging  and  delivery  of  many,  many  baskets  of  food.  Groups 
were  taking  on  whole  families  with  Christmas  gifts  and  food  —  and  the 
Spirit  of  Christmas  was  all  around  us! 

A  special  thanks  to  the  Lion's  Club,  the  Boscawen  Police  Department, 
the  D.W.  Sno-Beepers,  Boscawen  Congregational  Church  and  Ladies 
Aid,  4-H  Club,  United  Church  of  Penacook,  Immaculate  Conception 
Church,  Tri-Amity  Guild,  Boscawen's  Boy  Scouts  and  Cub  Scouts,  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Boscawen  Fire  Department,  Merrimack 
County  Ox-Bows,  Elektrisola,  Chubb  Life  —  and,  of  course,  our  Select- 
men and  office  staff.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

During  1990  the  Boscawen  Fire  Department  responded  to  129  calls,  a 
13%  decrease  from  1989's  148  responses. 

Building  and  chimney  fires  have  been  on  a  downward  trend.  I  believe 
this  is  due  to  a  good  fire  prevention  program,  conducted  at  the  grade 
school  and  kindergarten  levels.  Also,  we  find  the  children  are  getting  their 
parents  involved. 

Department  training  continues  with  programs  at  Fitzwilliam's  Drill 
Yard,  Lakes  Regional  Mutual  Aid  Association,  Capital  Area  Fire  Mutual 
Aid  Compact  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Fire  Standards  and  Train- 
ing Commission.  Inter-department  training  is  scheduled  on  a  volunteer 
and  mandatory  basis.  Individual  firefighters  have  completed  or  arc  still 
involved  in  the  "Certified  Firefighter  One"  course  which  consists  of  100 
hours. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  officers  and  firefighters  for  their  effort, 
cooperation,  and  understanding  this  past  year;  also  a  special  thanks  to  the 
Boscawen  Fire  Department's  Ladies  Auxiliary  who  answer  many  alarms 
with  us  to  provide  refreshments.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced 
an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these 
wildfires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden,  permit  fires  that  escaped  control  and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these 
fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that, 
"No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any 
fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire 
permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done. " 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000 
and/ or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262 
acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and  several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844 
local  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System 
(ICS),  an  incident  management  system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.  In 
1991,  Wardens  will  be  trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire 
suppression.

The  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission 
(CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association  of  19  towns  and  the  City  of  Concord 
in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Counties.  The  Town  of  Boscawen  is  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

The  CNHRPC  is  organized  under  RSA  36:45-53  to  prepare  coordinated 
regional  plans  and  to  assist  communities  with  local  planning  activities. 

Our  accomplishments  over  the  last  year  include: 

Housing:  We  assisted  communities  in  implementing  the  recommenda- 
tions of  Affordable  Housing  Needs  in  the  Central  Region,  published  in 
1989.  The  report  identifies  low  and  moderate  income  housing  needs  in  the 
Region  by  municipality. 

Regional  Plan:  We  prepared  a  draft  of  the  land  use  element  of  the 
regional  master  plan.  The  draft  is  scheduled  for  public  hearing  in 
February  of  1991. 

Solid  Waste:  The  Commission  assisted  the  Central  NH  and  Hopkinton- 
Webster  Solid  Waste  Districts  in  obtaining  state  approval  of  their  Solid 
Waste  Management  Plans.  The  Commission  had  assisted  each  district  in 
the  preparation  of  their  plans  and  continues  to  assist  with  implementa- 
tion. 

Recycling:  The  CNHRPC  prepared  a  regional  recycling  status  update, 
funded  by  a  grant  through  the  Governor's  recycling  initiative. 

Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection:  The  CNHRPC  organized  its 
second  household  hazardous  waste  collection  on  October  13,  1990,  with 
collection  sites  in  Bow  and  Warner.  Co-sponsors  were  the  Towns  of 
Allenstown,  Boscawen,  Bow,  Bradford,  Canterbury,  Dunbarton, 
Hopkinton,  Pembroke,  Sutton,  Warner,  Webster,  and  Wilmot  and 
Wheelabrator  Concord,  LP. 

River  Management  and  Protection:  The  Commission  co-sponsored  the 
successful  nomination  of  the  upper  Merrimack  River  to  the  NH  Rivers 
Management  and  Protection  Program.  The  Commission  is  co- sponsoring 
the  nomination  of  the  Contoocook  River  this  legislative  session. 
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Water  Resource  Management  and  Protection  Plan  (WRM&PP):  The 

Beaverdam  Brook  Plan,  encompassing  parts  of  Boscawen,  Salisbury,  and 
Webster  is  the  first  multi-town  plan  completed  in  New  Hampshire. 

Geographic  Information  System  (GIS):  The  system,  designed  to  map 
and  manage  geographic  information,  has  been  used  in  regional  and  town 
plans. 

During  1990  CNHRPC  activities  in  Boscawen  included  assistance  in 
revising  the  floodplain  ordinance,  consulting  on  the  update  of  the  tax 
map,  assistance  in  publishing  the  master  plan,  providing  maps  to  assist  in 
perambulation  of  town  boundaries,  and  providing  information  and 
examples  of  sign  and  mobile  home  park  ordinances. 
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LIFE  SAFETY  OFFICER'S  MESSAGE 

Initially,  this  year  I  intended  to  use  this  space  to  present  several  amend- 
ments to  the  Ordinance  for  the  Life  Safety  Code,  which  I  had  proposed.  I 
feel  the  changes  would  be  appropriate  in  the  application  of  our 
Ordinance,  however,  due  to  a  change  in  the  adopting  statute,  such 
amendments  require  more  advance  notification  of  the  public  than  would 
be  provided. 

Another  complication  as  a  result  of  the  re- written  statute,  is  if  we  are  to 
adopt  the  1991  Life  Safety  Code  (which  is  just  becoming  available),  a  cer- 
tain procedure  must  be  followed.  In  the  Ordinance  enacted  in  1989,  each 
new  edition  of  the  Code  would  automatically  become  effective  upon  its 
promulgation  by  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association,  but  now  it 
appears  this  cannot  be  done.  I  will  be  looking  at  the  specifics  and  notify 
the  Town  of  my  proposals  in  the  proper  manner. 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  thank  many  persons  with  whom  I  have 
worked  in  the  past  year  for  their  understanding  and  cooperation  in  apply- 
ing the  Code.  I  am  sure  I  will  be  seeing  some  new  faces  in  the  coming  year 
as  inspections  progress,  and  I  wish  to  stress  that  the  Code  is  based  upon 
reasonableness  and  all  buildings  are  not  automatically  in  violation  or  need 
of  major  repair.

II.  Summary  1990  completed  our  first  full  year  of  operations  with 
positive  results.  We  delivered  105,385  tons  of  trash  from  our  27  com- 
munities at  a  Co-op  cost  of  $36.45  per  ton  covering  full  cost  of  all  opera- 
tions, including  our  landfill,  plus  future  landfill  expansion  and  closure 
funds.  While  our  delivered  tons  were  down  in  1990  we  expect  in  1991  to 
be  much  closer,  due  to  operating  experience,  to  our  1991  Guaranteed  An- 
nual Tonnage  of  110,893  tons.  Our  operator  at  the  Landfill,  J.D. 
McLeod,  continues  to  function  in  an  exemplary  manner  and  his  efforts  are 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  Co-op.  Our  tipping  fee  in  1991  was  set  at 
$37.45  and  we  intend  to  commence  the  design  and  some  construction  of 
our  Phase  II  Operations  at  the  Landfill.  Once  again  the  communities 
should  be  grateful  to  their  Co-op  representatives  who  have  given  much 
time  and  effort  since  1985  to  pull  this  project  together  and  to  continue  it 
into  the  coming  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1990  has  been  a  very  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Conservation 
Commission.  While  we  bid  farewell  and  thanks  to  Ed  Damon  for  his 
many  years  of  service,  two  new  members  were  sworn  in  this  year.  We  feel 
we  have  an  excellent  and  well-rounded  Commission. 

The  survey  of  the  town  forest  was  completed  this  year  and  blazing  of 
the  lines  is  ongoing.  The  Town  of  Boscawen  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission entered  into  a  landmark  cooperative  agreement  with  the  New 
Hampshire  Fish  &  Game.  The  goal  of  this  agreement  is  for  the  432  acres 
of  the  Town  Forest  and  the  139  adjacent  acres  of  Fish  &  Game's  Hirst 
Marsh  to  be  managed  cooperatively  to  enhance  forestry,  wildlife,  recrea- 
tion, and  natural  resource  education.  Their  expertise  will  enable  us  to 
maximize  our  Town  Forest's  resources  for  future  generations.  Special 
thanks  to  Rene  Bollengier  for  his  generous  time  spent  to  make  this  project 
possible. 

Approximately  160  acres  of  prime  farm  and  forest  lands  are  protected 
from  development  in  perpetuity  through  the  efforts  of  the  Boscawen  Land 
Conservation  Task  Force  and  two  town  landowners.  Marjorie  Emery  and 
Harry  Sahlin  placed  easements  on  their  property  through  the  State's  LCIP 
(Land  Conservation  Investment  Program)  matching  state  fund's  with 
their  generosity.  The  lands  are  monitored  by  the  Commission  and  will  re- 
main on  the  Town  tax  rolls.  Thank  you  to  members  of  the  Task  Force  for 
their  hard  work  and  dedication  and  thank  you  to  Mrs.  Emery  and  Mr. 
Sahlin.  Their  generosity  and  foresight  will  greatly  appreciate  for  genera- 
tions to  come. 

As  required  by  state  law,  perambulations  of  the  Boscawen  Town  Line 
with  neighboring  towns  were  completed.  The  Selectmen  appointed  the 
Commission  to  meet  with  representatives  of  Salisbury  and  Webster  to  suc- 
cessfully locate  all  bounds  and  markers. 

Two  Boscawen  students  were  sponsored  by  the  Commission  for  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  NH  Forest's  Youth  Conservation  Camp  at 
Camp  Interlockin  in  Windsor.  Vanessa  Wyss  and  Donald  Genest  were 
chosen  to  attend  the  camp  from  numerous  applicants.  The  Commission 
continues  to  support  this  valuable  program  and  encourage  any  interested 
students  to  contact  any  member  of  the  Commission  to  apply  for  the  camp. 

Members  of  the  Commission  also  participated  in  other  committees  and 
served  on  various  boards  including  the  Zoning  Study  Committee,  The 
Contoocook  River  Greenway  Coordinating  Committee,  The  Beaver  Dam 
Brook  Watershed  Study  Committee  and  the  Regional  Household  Hazar- 
dous Waste  Disposal  Day. 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  featuring  a  column  in  the  Boscawen 
Newsvine  each  month  called  "Conservation  Corner."  Each  month,  news 
of  ongoing  projects  will  be  highlighted. 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  every  month  at  7:00 
pm  in  the  old  Selectmen's  Office  behind  the  church.  All  interested  persons 
are  invited  to  attend.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:05  p.m.  by  Moderator  Rick  A. 
Trombly  who  gave  the  report  of  the  balloting. 

Joy  Sloane  was  recognized  and  spoke  in  reference  to  the  1990  Census. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 
Official  Weighers:  • 

Joy  Sloane  moved  to  cast  one  ballot  for  the  incumbents  as  listed  in  the 
Annual  Report.  Dick  Sweatt  seconded  the  motion.  Discussion  concerned 
one  incumbent  as  deceased;  Don  Welcome  moved  to  remove  Roger  C. 
Sanborn's  name;  seconded  by  Dorothy  Sanborn.  There  being  no  further 
discussion  the  amendment  was  adopted. 
Surveyors  of  Wood  and  Lumber: 

Dorothy  Sanborn  moved  to  re-elect  the  incumbents  as  listed  in  the 
Annual  Report;  Doug  Supry  seconded  the  motion.  There  being  no  discus- 
sion the  motion  passed. 
Fence  Viewers: 

Eugene  Randlett  moved  to  re-elect  the  incumbents  as  listed  in  the 
Annual  Report;  Joy  Sloane  seconded  the  motion.  There  being  no  discus- 
sion the  motion  passed. 
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ARTICLE  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Moderator  Rick  Trombly  announced  the  article  would  need  to  be  voted 
by  paper  ballot  since  the  Town  received  the  signatures  of  five  voters 
making  this  request. 

Richard  Sweatt  moved  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1,108,775;  the  motion  was 
seconded  by  Dick  Hartford. 

Discussion:  Doug  Supry  asked  if  Mr.  Sweatt  had  a  particular  line  item 
within  the  budget  he  wished  to  cut.  Mr.  Sweatt  did  not  but  understood 
that  the  Selectmen  would  spend  the  money  the  way  they  wished.  Doug 
Supry  explained  the  N.H.  Department  of  Revenue  rules  and  read  cor- 
respondence received  by  the  Selectmen  which  indicate  the  same  process 
would  have  to  be  used  as  last  year's  budget  cut.  Cuts  must  be  pro-rated  on 
all  line  items  exclusive  of  special  warrant  articles,  debt  service,  man- 
datory assessments  and  enterprise  activities.  Mr.  Sweatt  said  the  Select- 
men had  done  a  good  job  managing  with  the  budget  cuts  last  year. 
Richard  Hartford  stated  the  motion  is  proper  the  way  it  is  made  because  it 
was  not  a  percentage  reduction  referred  to  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration.  Mr.  Supry  said  he  called  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  yesterday  because  he  heard  this  proposal  may  be  made 
this  evening  to  obtain  a  ruling.  The  Department  of  Revenue  indicated  the 
dollar  amount  would  be  handled  the  same  way  as  last  year's  percentage 
reduction. 

Craig  Nixon  asked  if  the  Selectmen  could  explain  the  percent  of 
increase  for  the  1990  budget  over  last  year's  budget,  exclusive  of  the 
warrant  articles.  Doug  Supry  first  indicated  the  increase  was  2%  and 
Richard  Hartford  noted  the  increase  was  $212,599  over  last  year's  budget 
so  the  increase  must  be  more  than  2  %  .  Rusty  Colby  stated  it  appears  the 
Town  spent  $34,000  more  than  the  appropriation  so  if  the  Selectmen  were 
going  to  spend  more  than  the  residents  voted  on  what  difference  does  it 
make  now.  Doug  Supry  explained  there  are  bills  which  have  to  be  paid 
such  as  insurance  and  in  many  departments  the  10%  decrease  last  year 
amounted  to  as  much  as  14  %  because  there  were  some  items  in  the  budget 
that  could  not  be  cut.  Mike  Lafond  asked  it  there  was  another  way  to 
accomplish  a  reduction  in  the  budget.  Mr.  Supry  replied  that  if  the 
residents  have  a  particular  line  item  they  wish  to  cut  it  is  much  easier  for 
the  Selectmen  to  manage.  Mr.  Lafond  asked  if  some  departments  could  be 
excluded  from  cuts  and  Doug  Supry  responsed  they  could  be  excluded. 
Ray  Levesque  stated  the  cutting  had  gone  far  enough  and  the  Town 
should  pass  the  budget  the  way  it  is  presented.  Ray  Fisher  agreed  and  said 
the  Town  should  have  faith  in  the  people  who  had  spent  long  hours 
preparing  the  budget.  Robert  Knowlton  said  residents  need  to  attend  the 
school  budget  meetings  if  they  want  to  look  for  places  to  cut,  not  at  the 
Town  level  and  encouraged  everyone  to  vote  the  amendment  down.  Rill 
Harmon  attended  the  school  budget  meeting  and  it  is  obvious  that  small 
Town  cuts  are  not  going  to  make  a  difference  in  our  tax  rates. 

Joe  Bartlett  moved  to  amend  the  motion  by  accepting  the  budget  as 
presented  in  the  Town  Report  and  submitted  by  the  Selectmen.  Mr.  Supry 
seconded  and  this  discussion  followed: 

Ron  Reed,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee  urged  everyone  to  sup- 
port the  budget  as  submitted.  Richard  Sweatt  asked  where  the  money  will 
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be  coming  from  to  clean  up  a  junkyard  in  town.  Doug  Supry  said  it  would 
come  from  the  Overlay  budget  and  answered  Joy  Sloane's  question  as  to 
what  an  Overlay  budget  was.  Richard  Hartford  assumed  the  overlay 
money  was  an  amount  to  cover  unpaid  taxes.  Doug  Supry  said  the  Select- 
men have  been  informed  the  money  can  be  used  for  this  purpose  also. 
Dodie  Fisher  was  advised  by  Town  Counsel  that  the  money  could  be  used 
to  clean  up  the  property  in  question.  Doug  Supry  said  the  Town  has  been 
in  litigation  for  several  years  with  Stanley  Patten.  The  Town  has  won  the 
right  to  clean  up  the  property  which  is  in  violation  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  the  Town  must  now  carry  out  the  Court  Order.  Charlie 
Goodnow  asked  if  the  Town  can  charge  the  property  owner;  Mr.  Supry 
said  we  could  attach  his  property.  Dorothy  Sanborn  rose  to  move  the 
question  and  requested  a  clarification  of  the  budget  amount  to  be  voted 
upon.  Denice  DeStefano  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  passed  to  limit 
debate  on  the  amendment. 

Voice  vote  was  taken  to  raise  $1,208,775  as  amended  and  the  motion 
was  passed.  The  request  to  vote  on  the  original  article  by  paper  ballot  was 
withdrawn.  There  being  no  further  discussion  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and 
the  original  Article  was  adopted  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:28,  V  and  VI  for  an  optional  veterans'  exemption  and  an  expanded 
qualifying  war  service  for  veterans  seeking  the  exemption.  The  optional 
veterans'  exemption  is  $100,  rather  than  $50. 

Claire  Clarke  moved  the  article  be  accepted;  seconded  by  Larry 
Thomas.  There  being  no  discussion  the  article  was  voted  upon  and 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:35,  IV  for  an  optional  property  tax  exemption  on  residential  property 
for  a  service- connected  total  disability.  The  optional  disability  exemption 
is  $1,400  rather  than  $700. 

Frances  Rostron  moved  the  article  be  accepted;  seconded  by  Tom 
Danko.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  article  was  voted  upon  and 
adopted. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Capital 
Reserve  Sewer  Fund  created  in  1955.  Said  funds,  with  accumulated 
interest  to  date  of  withdrawal,  to  be  transferred  to  the  Town's  General 
Fund. 

Tom  Danko  moved  the  article  be  accepted;  Doddy  Fisher  seconded  and 
discussion  began  with  Tom  Danko  giving  a  brief  history  of  the  fund  with 
its  current  balance  on  January  1,  1990  being  $3,905.58  Richard  Sweatt 
didn't  feel  the  fund  was  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Mr.  Danko  replied  it  has 
been  listed  as  such  at  all  previous  meetings.  Roberta  Trombly  asked  if  the 
entire  Town  had  contributed  to  the  Fund;  she  also  stated  she  thought  the 
money  should  be  added  to  the  Sewer  budget  and  further  offered  the 
following  amendment  be  added  to  the  end  of  the  Article:  "for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  sewer  costs".  The  amendment  was  seconded  by  David 
McKerley.  Discussion:  Joy  Sloane  said  that  if  the  money  orignated  out  of 
the  general  tax  base  it  should  go  back  to  the  general  fund.   David 
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McKerley  recommended  the  money  go  back  to  the  sewer  fund,  it  would 
show  that  we  do  care  about  the  people  who  are  in  the  sewer  district.  Doug 
Supry  noted  a  greater  impact  will  be  felt  with  the  money  added  to  the 
Sewer  District  than  if  the  money  is  added  to  the  overall  Town  budget. 
Don  Welcome  disagreed  and  felt  the  money  should  go  back  in  the  General 
Fund.  Richard  Sweatt  thinks  this  money  is  left  over  from  the  Bond  to 
establish  the  Sewer  District.  Noel  Cowen  asked  the  original  purpose  of  the 
Fund.  Tom  Danko  responded  it  was  for  sewer  maintenance  and  Noel 
Cowan  said  it  should  then  go  towards  the  current  Sewer  Fund.  Rene 
Bollinger  said  the  money  should  go  back  to  those  who  pay  for  the  sewer. 
Geraldine  Eaton  asked  if  the  entire  Town  voted  for  the  sewer  system. 
Doug  Supry  explained  that  a  Capital  Improvements  Bond  Issue  was  used 
to  build  the  sewer  system  thus  the  entire  Town  paid  to  build  the  system 
and  there  is  now  a  User  Fee  Structure.  Rod  Reed  asked  what  the  per- 
centage of  savings  would  be  for  each  household  if  the  money  was  added 
back  to  sewer  district;  Doug  Supry  said  it  would  probably  be  a  2  %  reduc- 
tion of  the  total  district  bill.  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  limit 
debate  on  the  question,  the  motion  carried  and  a  vote  was  then  taken  on 
the  amendment.  The  voice  vote  was  not  clear  thus  a  hand  vote  was  taken 
with  the  results  being  111  Yes  and  45  No;  the  amendment  was  adopted. 
Additional  comments  before  final  vote  on  the  Article  was  amended 
included  a  comment  from  Richard  Hartford  stating  the  Selectmen  should 
obtain  legal  counsel  concerning  this  fund.  There  being  no  further  discus- 
sion, the  article  was  voted  upon  as  amended  by  the  Town  and  adopted  as 
amended. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  an  agreement  to  acquire  ten  ±  (10)  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the 
landfill  to  be  used  in  cojunction  with  the  transfer  station  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000.00).  Money  to  be  taken  from  the 
transfer  station  bond.  (2/3  ballot  vote) 

Doug  Supry  moved  to  accept  the  article;  seconded  by  Frances  Rostron. 
Discussion:  Gene  Randlett  stated  it  was  important  for  the  residents  to 
know  there  is  already  money  available  to  purchase  this  land,  that 
adopting  this  article  doesn't  mean  another  expenditure.  Doug  Supry 
explained  the  money  to  be  used  is  left  over  in  the  bond  account,  currently 
in  excess  of  $40,000.  Gus  Swenson  asked  if  there  would  be  enough  left 
over  to  close  the  dump.  Doug  Supry  responded  that  we  won't  really  know 
until  all  the  bids  are  received  and  all  the  tests  are  completed  to  indicate 
the  method  of  closure.  There  are  two  wells  which  show  a  significant  level 
of  contamination.  The  State  will  probably  ask  the  Town  to  take  action  so 
contaminants  won't  run  off  Town  property.  By  acquiring  this  land,  we 
will  be  able  to  take  some  remedial  action  now.  This  article  will  not 
increase  the  taxes.  Larry  Blodgett  asked  if  the  groundwater  would 
increase  the  contamination.  Doug  Supry  replied  we  can't  be  sure  but  we 
would  be  increasing  the  distance  for  the  contamination  to  run.  Chris 
Jacobs,  an  engineer  from  Underwood  Engineering  in  Portsmouth,  was 
given  the  floor  to  provide  technical  information  to  the  residents.  He 
explained  that  five  monitoring  wells  have  been  drilled  around  the  landfill 
to  monitor  contamination  and  well  #5  is  1600  counts  higher  than 
allowable  by  the  State.  It  is  probable  that  one  of  the  requirements  the 
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State  will  have  is  the  acquisition  of  the  Sanborn  property  to  meet  the 
Water  Supply  Rules  for  ground  water  contamination.  The  landfill  will 
have  to  be  capped  with  a  3'  thick  earthen  membrane  with  a  40  mil  syn- 
thetic cap.  Contaminents  don't  move  on  their  own  but  are  carried  along 
by  the  ground  water.  There  is  currently  no  active  ground  water  at  the  top 
of  the  landfill.  The  Sanborn  property  has  already  been  contaminated; 
four  tests  have  been  performed. 

Larry  Blodgett  asked  how  long  does  it  take  for  contaminents  to  leach 
out  of  the  land.  Mr.  Jacobs  responded  that  the  contaminents  are  all 
known  as  volatile  organics.  The  landfill  mass  will  dry  up  like  a  sponge. 
The  closure  schedule  is:  by  September  30,  a  12"  sand  layer  will  be  placed 
over  the  landfill  and  by  October  31  the  Town  will  submit  a  revised  plan  of 
closure  to  the  State.  The  approval  process  takes  approximately  six  months; 
but  it  is  anticipated  the  actually  capping  will  be  during  the  summer  of 
1992.  Joel  White  asked  if  there  would  be  any  functional  use  of  this  area 
and  Mr.  Jacobs  said  probably  not  —  there  will  be  plastic  vents  in  the 
landfill  and  the  Town  may  also  be  required  to  enclose  the  area  with  a 
fence. 

Discussion  ended  and  the  residents  began  casting  their  ballots  at  9:10 
P.M.  The  poll  closed  at  10:10  P.M.  with  the  following  results:  135  Yes  and 
19  No;  the  article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  eleven  thousand  dollars  ($11,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a 
highway  sander  and  wing  plow  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Richard  Hartford  moved  to  accept  the  Article;  seconded  by  Richard 
Sweatt  and  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  three 
thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  to  establish  a  Drug  Fund  to  be  used  by  the 
Police  Department  for  the  purchase  of  surveillance  equipment  and  a  small 
PC  computer  to  assist  in  the  keeping  of  records. 

Richard  Hartford  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Denice  DeStefano.  Discussion:  Bunny  Randlett  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
article  and  asked  if  there  had  been  any  money  received  by  the  Town  for 
drug  arrest;  Chief  Pepler  replied  there  was  not.  Frank  Mazur  asked  if  the 
Town  was  eligible  for  any  Federal  money.  Chief  Pepler  said  the  only 
money  available  was  to  hire  a  full  time  drug  officer  but  there  may  be  some 
money  available  in  the  future  for  equipment.  Jim  Colby  said  he  called 
Mark  Thompson  at  the  State  and  was  told  that  the  Town  could  have  any 
money  they  needed.  Chief  Pepler  replied  that  he  was  told  by  the  same 
State  Office  that  there  is  a  limited  amount  of  money  and  it  was  going  to 
departments  which  already  have  established  drug  enforcement  programs. 
In  addition  to  that,  some  funds  are  available  but  the  Town  would  have  to 
match  funds  for  the  programs.  Tom  Danko  also  called  Mr.  Thompson  in 
the  Attorney  General's  office  and  that  Tom  also  spoke  with  Dana  Smith. 
There  may  be  funds  available  and  it  deserves  further  investigation.  Jim 
Colby  stated  he  was  never  told  matching  funds  were  necessary  but  that 
outright  grants  were  available.  Debate  was  limited.  A  vote  was  taken  and 
the  Article  was  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  35: 1  for  the  purpose  of  refurbishing  or 
replacing  the  1975  Mack  Fire  Truck  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $35,000  to  be  placed  in  this  fund. 

Ray  Fisher  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  it  was  seconded  by  Ron 
Reed.  Discussion:  Richard  Sweatt  asked  why  a  20  year  old  truck  should  be 
refurbished  and  Joe  Rartlett  replied  that  the  body  of  the  truck  is  being 
refurbished  and  that  it  is  his  opinion  there  is  enough  life  in  the  truck  to 
merit  the  refurbishment.  A  voice  vote  was  taken  and  adopted.  Richard 
Sweatt  then  questioned  if  a  2/3  vote  was  required.  Moderator  Trombly 
was  uncertain  and  requested  a  show  of  hands  —  final  vote  was  113  Yes 
and  0  No;  the  article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for  the  construction 
of  a  handicapped  ramp  and  renovations  related  to  the  Town  Office.  This 
project  is  state  mandated. 

Richard  Hartford  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Ron  Reed.  Discussion:  Ed  Malloff  remarked  that  if  the  State  was 
mandating  the  renovations,  they  ought  to  pay.  Joy  Sloane  thought  the 
ramp  was  already  handicapped  accessible;  Doug  Supry  said  it  doesn't 
meet  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Handicapped  guidelines/ 
requirements.  Joy  Sloane  expressed  the  need  for  a  ramp  at  the  library 
rather  than  the  Selectmen's  office.  Doug  Supry  noted  this  handicapped 
accessibility  should  have  been  done  before  the  building  was  accepted  by 
the  Town.  Fran  Rostron  asked  if  the  door  would  have  to  be  replaced  and 
Doug  Supry  responded  that  it  would  not,  but  the  hardware  would  change 
and  the  door  would  need  to  swing  the  opposite  way.  Ray  Fisher  moved 
the  question;  Doug  Supry  seconded  and  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($18,000.00)  for  the  first 
phase  of  remapping  the  Town.  Total  cost  of  forty-five  thousands  dollars 
$45,000.00)  to  be  budgeted  over  a  three  year  period,  with  $18,000  the 
first  year,  $15,750  the  second  year  and  the  balance  of  $11,250  the  third 
year. 

Dot  Sanborn  moved  to  table  this  article;  Charles  Goodnow  seconded; 
no  discussion  and  the  motion  to  table  failed. 

Robert  Knowlton  moved  to  accept  the  article  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Kristen  Powelson.  Discussion:  Don  Butson,  Vice  President  of 
Cartographies  was  recognized  by  the  Town  to  provide  technical  informa- 
tion concerning  this  article. 

His  company  would  provide  the  Town  with  new  maps;  they  would 
review  every  deed  and  also  provide  the  Town  with  new  aeriel 
photographs  of  the  entire  Town.  Craig  Nixon  asked  whose  idea  this  was. 
Doug  Supry  replied  the  Selectmen  have  requested  this  project  because  it 
would  benefit  the  Town  and  provide  an  accurate  picture  of  the  Town, 
especially  for  the  Planning  and  Zoning  Boards.  Jim  Colby  asked  if  this 
project  should  be  sent  out  to  bid.  Mr.  Butson  replied  that  since  this  is  a 
professional  service  there  is  no  law  to  require  it  to  be  bid  but  there  may  be 
a  local  ordinance  requiring  a  bidding  process.  Dorothv  Sanborn  stated  it 
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should  be  bid.  Joy  Sloane  asked  if  discrepancies  in  lot  lines  would  be 
cleared  up.  Mr.  Bubson  answered  that  this  type  of  discrepency  can  only 
be  resolved  by  a  surveyor,  the  two  parties  involved  and  perhaps  a  court  of 
law.  The  project  will  identify  areas  which  are  in  contention.  Fran 
Rostron  asked  how  many  companies  there  are  in  N.H.  which  do  this  type 
of  work.  Mr.  Butson  didn't  know  but  his  company  has  worked  for  at  least 
50  customers  in  this  state  and  many  out  of  state  and  the  town  residents 
would  need  to  trust  their  Selectmen  to  hire  the  right  company. 

Roger  Sanborn  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  require  bidding; 
seconded  by  Dorothy  Sanborn.  Discussion:  Doug  Supry  expressed  that  he 
had  no  problem  with  the  bid  process  but  the  schedule  of  payments  may 
not  be  acceptable  to  another  company.  Richard  Hartford  said  the  Town 
doesn't  need  a  new  map  at  this  time.  Parcels  are  identified  for  tax  pur- 
poses and  this  is  an  unnecessary  expense.  Mylars  can  be  remade  especially 
if  the  purpose  is  to  identify  parcels  and  not  to  correct  lot  boundary 
disputes.  Doug  Supry  said  there  are  some  unidentifiable  areas  in  Town 
which  make  it  very  difficult  for  the  Selectmen.  Jack  Gagnon  asked  who 
did  the  tax  map  10-15  years  ago.  Doug  Supry  answered  the  State. 
Dorothy  Sanborn  stated  the  cost  is  distressing  and  doesn't  think  the  Town 
should  do  this  project  right  now.  Bob  Knowlton  said  the  subject  has  been 
brought  up  before  and  the  Selectmen  have  shopped  around  for  com- 
petitive prices.  Roger  Sanborn  questions  the  necessity  of  the  project,  but 
certainly  feels  the  process  should  be  competitive.  Jim  Colby  said  he 
believed  the  company  would  use  current  boundaries.  Mr.  Butson  said  the 
company  would  review  every  deed.  His  firm  is  already  scheduled  with 
other  projects  into  next  year  and  he  doubts  if  the  price  agreed  upon  with 
the  Selectmen  will  be  any  different  if  the  project  is  bid.  Marie  Sherman 
felt  this  expense  can  wait.  John  Keegan  asked  if  there  were  any  properties 
which  may  come  into  the  tax  base  not  already  in  the  system.  Doug  Supry 
said  some  people  are  not  being  assessed  for  the  correct  amount  of  prop- 
erty, and  it  is  possible  some  areas  under  question  may  be  identified.  The 
Selectmen  have  no  problem  if  the  Town  wants  a  bid  process.  Ken 
Marshall  asked  how  this  Town  Meeting  could  bind  the  next  year's  Town 
Meeting.  Mr.  Butson  said  the  proposal  to  the  Selectmen  by  his  firm  is  to 
deliver  maps  in  14-16  months  after  receiving  only  two  payments  with  the 
assumption  the  final  payment  will  be  made.  Ken  Marshall  said  aeriel 
photographs  already  exist  which  the  Soil  Conservation  District  had  done. 
Mr.  Butson  responded  that  these  photographs  can  be  used  but  the  quality 
of  the  product  won't  be  good.  The  photos  he  will  provide  will  be  exact 
scale  and  the  maps  will  be  drawn  from  the  photographs.  Doug  Supry 
called  for  an  end  to  the  debate,  seconded  by  Don  Welcome;  the  motion 
carried.  The  amendment  to  this  article  to  allow  for  competitive  bidding 
was  voted  upon  with  a  hand  vote  and  the  results  were:  75  Yes  and  30  No; 
amendment  was  adopted. 

Bill  Harmon  asked  whether  the  Town  shouldn't  just  vote  to  expend  the 
total  amount  now.  Richard  Hartford  said  he  was  sure  the  company 
wouldn't  want  to  work  without  a  contract  and  how  could  the  Town  enter 
into  a  contract  since  we  cannot  commit  future  Town  meeting  results.  Mr. 
Butson  said  his  company  has  worked  with  this  same  type  of  agreement 
with  other  towns  in  N.H.  and  normally  the  Town  does  appropriate  the 
total  amount  and  partial  payments  are  made  during  the  project.  Larry 
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Thomas  asked  if  the  Town  will  have  any  serious  problems  if  this  article  is 
not  accepted  and  Doug  Supry  said  no.  Debate  was  ended  on  this  article. 
There  being  no  further  discussion;  the  Article  was  voted  upon  as  amended 
and  the  Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($12,500.00)  to 
help  support  the  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  for  its  emergency  medical 
services  and  rescue  operations  in  Town. 

Richard  Hartford  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Joy  Sloane.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  not  to  exceed  six  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($6,300.00)  for  the 
services  of  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nursing  Association. 

Richard  Hartford  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Denice  DeStefano.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  $3,000.00)  toward  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  Penacook  Centers  —  two  thousand  five  hundred 
($2,500.00)  for  the  Youth  Center  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for 
the  Senior  Center. 

Denice  DeStefano  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  it  was  seconded  by 
Doug  Supry.  Discussion:  Joel  White  wanted  to  suggest  that  more  money 
be  available  to  the  Recreation  Committee.  There  being  no  further  discus- 
sion, the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  nine  dollars 
($3,199.00)  for  the  services  to  low  income  residents  of  Boscawen  through 
the  Concord  Area  Center  Community  Action  Program,  Belknap- 
Merrimack  Counties,  Inc. 

Denice  DeStefano  moved  to  accept  the  article,  Dodie  Fisher  seconded. 
Discussion:  Richard  Sweatt  asked  how  the  Town  benefited  from  this 
expense  and  Tom  Danko  responded  the  actual  value  of  services  last  year 
was  $77,000  for  fuel  assistance,  work  programs,  Meals  on  Wheels,  etc. 
There  being  no  further  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  all  revenues  from 
the  Land  Use  Change  Tax  (RSA  79- A)  in  a  conservation  fund  established 
in  accordance  with  RSA  36-A:25,II.  These  funds  shall  be  non-lapsing, 
and  shall  be  under  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer.  Monies  in  the  con- 
servation fund  shall  only  be  expended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission  for  purpose  of  the  conservation  of  natural  resources  in 
the  Town  of  Boscawen.  (By  petition) 

Dorothy  Sanborn  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  Don  Welcome 
seconded. 

Dorothy  Sanborn  moved  to  amend  the  Article  "up  to  an  amount  of 
$2,000.00."  No  second  was  received. 

Discussion:  Charles  Niebling  provided  further  information  by  saying 
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this  would  be  a  penalty  a  landowner  pays  when  land  changes  from  non- 
qualified use  if  in  current  land  use.  The  principal  behind  this  proposal  is 
that  every  time  a  piece  of  farmland  is  developed  the  Town  sets  aside 
money  for  the  Conservation  Commission.  He  described  a  list  of  projects 
which  could  be  completed  with  these  funds  ranging  from  a  Natural 
Resource  Inventory  to  Wildlife  Habitat  Improvement  on  town  property. 
Richard  Hartford  spoke  against  the  article  because  the  money  should  go 
back  to  the  town  to  reduce  taxes  since  the  property  owner  realized  lower 
property  taxes.  The  penalty  should  go  back  to  the  Town  to  help  defray 
taxes.  If  the  Conservation  Commission  needs  money  for  projects,  it  should 
ask  for  an  appropriation  from  the  Town  at  Town  Meeting.  Bill  Harmon 
agreed  and  asked  how  the  Selectmen  felt  about  the  Article.  Doug  Supry 
expressed  difficulty  in  supporting  this  article  even  though  he  has  served  on 
the  Conservation  Commission.  He  felt  the  money  should  be  put  in  the 
General  Fund.  There  is  a  potential  for  a  large  sum  of  money  to  be 
available  if  there  are  large  developments  and  land  is  taken  out  of  current 
use,  this  could  amount  to  several  hundred  thousands  of  dollars.  Roger 
Sanborn  was  curious  about  how  other  towns  were  handling  this  matter. 
Rene  Bollinger  said  $2,609  was  received  in  1984.  He  would  be  in  favor  of 
putting  a  cap  on  this  Article.  Joy  Sloane  stated  the  Committee  should 
sumbit  a  budget  like  all  other  town  departments.  Gus  Swenson  moved  to 
limit  debate  and  Don  Welcome  seconded;  there  being  no  further  discus- 
sion, the  Article  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
allow  the  local  snowmobile  clubs  the  use  of  the  Boscawen-Canterbury 
bridge  for  a  multi-use  winter  recreational  trail,  as  long  as  the  clubs  can 
show  that  insurance  coverage  would  protect  the  Town  in  the  event  of  a 
lawsuit.  (The  structure  would  be  a  bridge  within  a  bridge).  The  bridge 
would  be  closed  to  wheeled  vehicles  and  padlocked  during  the  non- winter 
seasons.  (By  petition). 

Lewis  Bartlett  moved  to  accept  the  article,  Ron  Butler  seconded  and 
discussion  was  as  follows:  Jim  Colby  would  like  to  know  who  would  be 
liable  if  someone  is  hurt  on  the  bridge.  Doug  Supry  discussed  this  with  the 
Snowmobile  Association  and  was  assured  there  is  $2,000,000  coverage  in 
addition  to  the  Town's  insurance.  Doug's  concern  is  which  coverage  will 
be  tapped  first.  Glenda  Hill,  Secretary  of  the  N.H.  Association  of 
Snowmobilers  and  member  of  the  Boscawen  Sno-Beepers  Club  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  article.  She  has  reviewed  the  insurance  coverage  and  has  been 
assured  it  is  adequate  and  feels  the  Town  will  be  protecting  the  bridge 
more  with  this  new  structure.  Kathy  Jaworski  asked  if  the  structure  as  it 
now  exists  would  be  strong  enough  to  hold  the  new  bridge.  Glenda  stated 
that  an  engineering  study  had  been  done  about  eight  years  ago  and  it  was 
determined  the  bridge  would  be  safe  for  this  type  of  use.  Doug  Supry  said 
the  Town  has  not  hired  anyone  to  do  any  type  of  engineering  study;  only 
an  informal  discussion  was  held  with  an  engineer  in  relation  to  the  Article 
on  last  year's  Town  Warrant  when  Boscawen  and  Canterbury  were  con- 
sidering removal  of  the  bridge.  Kristen  Powelson  suggested  postponing 
action  on  the  article  until  an  engineer  does  give  a  qualified  opinion.  Ray 
Fisher  asked  if  Canterbury  has  been  involved  with  this.  Doug  Supry 
replied  that  Canterbury  will  be  voting  on  a  similar  article  Friday.  Rene 
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Bollinger  was  further  concerned  with  the  liability  it  a  non  club  member 
uses  the  bridge  and  is  injured.  Glenda  said  many  non  club  members  use 
trails  and  all  trails  are  covered  under  the  Snowmobile  Association.  Doug 
Supry  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  Article  "prior  to  construc- 
tion, qualified  engineers  chosen  by  the  Town,  will  inspect  the  bridge  and 
give  the  Town  their  assurance  that  the  bridge  within  the  bridge  will  be 
structurally  safe  and  the  cost  of  this  will  be  born  by  the  Snowmobilers 
Association."  Kristen  Powelson  seconded  the  motion  to  amend  the  Article. 
Discussion:  Glenda  didn't  feel  this  was  necessary  since  she  recalled  the 
Selectmen  telling  her  a  similar  study  had  been  done  8  years  ago;  Doug 
Supry  said  the  Town  did  not  have  an  engineering  study  done.  Jack 
Gagnon  asked  whether  the  bridge  shouldn't  just  be  sold  to  the 
Snowmobiler's  Association  and  let  them  do  with  it  as  they  wish.  Ed 
Malloff  asked  if  the  Association's  insurance  was  in  excess  of  the  Town's 
and  Supry  responded  in  the  affirmative.  Glenda  Hill  explained  it  is  not  an 
association  policy  but  from  the  State's  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development.  For  clarification,  Doug  Supry  read  a  letter  from 
the  MacDuffie  Insurance  Agency  which  outlined  the  description  of 
insurance  coverage  as  it  relates  to  snowmobile  trails.  The  policy  protects 
the  State  of  N.H.,  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development 
of  off-highway  vehicles  and  extends  coverage  to  include  all  owned  and 
leased  property  that  is  used  for  snowmobile  trails  under  these  programs. 
The  policy  is  for  $3,000,000  for  bodily  injury  and  $50,000  for  property 
damage  as  a  result  of  any  consumed  loss  from  negligence  of  either  the 
State  or  landowners.  Doug  McGrail  expressed  more  concern  about  the 
liability  but  even  as  the  bridge  exists  there  is  a  liability  and  if  the 
snowmobile  club  is  offering  to  enhance  the  bridge  and  make  it  safer,  the 
Town  should  consider  this  Article.  Walter  Neff  feels  the  Town  should  sell 
the  bridge  to  the  Club.  Dale  Jackson  noted  that  half  the  bridge  belongs  to 
Canterbury.  Rene  Bollinger  asked  what  would  happen  if  Canterbury 
voted  no  on  their  article.  Maureen  Jackson  stated  that  Canterbury 
SnoShakers  are  also  requesting  the  same  article  at  their  Town  Meeting. 
She  feels  all  the  State  benefits  from  snowmobilers  including  the  Town  of 
Boscawen.  Snowmobiling  is  a  good  sport  and  an  excellent  source  of 
revenue.  Ron  Romer  questions  how  the  new  bridge  can  be  suspended 
inside  a  current  dangerous  structure.  Jim  Colby  asked  the  route  the 
snowmobilers  will  take  once  they  leave  the  bridge  and  Glenda  Hill 
responded  they  will  go  up  the  old  Town  Road,  behind  the  library  and 
possibly  on  the  Sanborn  property.  There  being  no  further  discussion,  the 
-Amendment  to  the  Article  was  adopted.  There  being  no  further  discussion 
on  the  Article  as  amended,  the  Article  was  adopted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  that  section  of 
Weir  Road  that  lies  within  the  Town  Forest. 

Doug   Supry    moved    to    accept    the    Article    and    David    McKerley 
seconded;  there  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses 
of  the  Town  until  the  taxes  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Ray  Fisher  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  Ron  Reed  seconded;  there 
being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  author- 
ity to  transfer  or  sell  property  taken  by  the  town  in  default  of  Redemption 
from  the  Tax  Lien  or  otherwise  acquired  and  such  sale  to  be  at  public  auc- 
tion with  the  Selectmen  reserving  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  anv  or  all 
bids. 

Phyllis  Hewey  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  Ron  Butler  seconded; 
there  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  21 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  application  for  and  to  accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
any  and  all  advances,  grants,  or  other  funds  for  Town  purposes  which 
may  now  or  hereinafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  U.S.A.  or  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  or  any  Federal  or  State  Agency. 

Ron  Butler  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  Ron  Reed  seconded;  there 
being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  private  gifts  and  contribu- 
tions for  Town  purposes. 

Joy  Sloane  moved  to  accept  the  Article  and  Ron  Reed  seconded;  there 
being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Ron  Romer  moved  to  reconsider  Article  14  and  Walter  Neff  seconded 
the  motion.  For  discussion,  Ron  Romer  stated  money  should  be  included 
in  the  budget  for  the  Recreation  Committee  since  non-residents  of 
Penacook  have  to  pay  registration  fees  at  the  Center.  Doug  Supry  ques- 
tioned if  the  intent  of  the  original  article  would  be  changed.  Moderator 
Rick  Trombly  said  the  money  would  have  to  be  shifted  within  the  budget. 
Tom  Danko  said  since  the  budget  has  been  adopted  intact,  registration 
fees  may  be  waived.  Brenda  Bartlett  explained  the  money  is  going  to  the 
Penacook  Youth  Center.  Children  at  the  Boscawen  Park  had  to  pay  this 
year  because  of  the  budget  reductions  last  year.  David  Otterson  ques- 
tioned how  this  article  could  be  reconsidered  since  so  many  townspeople 
had  left  the  meeting.  Moderator  Trombly  acknowledged  it  to  be  a  prob- 
lem only  for  those  people  who  left  early.  Joy  Sloane  said  children  can  go  to 
the  Park  anytime  without  paying  a  fee.  Ron  Romer  withdrew  his  motion 
to  reconsider  Article  14. 

OTHER  BUSINESS: 

Joy  Sloane  reminded  residents  about  the  Census  and  job  availability. 

Carl  Woodward  requested  consideration  for  road  maintenance  on 
Depot  Street.  Visibility  and  general  condition  of  the  road  is  poor  all  of 
which  contributed  to  the  injury  of  his  son. 

Moderator  Rick  Trombly  expressed  appreciation  to  all  residents  of  the 
Town  who  assisted  in  the  Election  process.  He  acknowledged  the  Town's 
gratitude  to  David  McKerley  for  his  service  as  Selectman  this  past  year. 

Motion  to  adjourn  by  Bill  Harmon  and  seconded  bv  Bunnv  Randlett 
was  at  11:30  P.M.

NOTE  1  —  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Penacook  and  Boscawen  Water  Precinct 
(the  Precinct)  conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  as 
applicable  to  governments  which  operate  utilities  that  are  financed  and 
accounted  for  in  a  manner  similar  to  private  business  enterprises,  except 
as  indicated. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  Precinct's  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual 
basis  of  accounting.  Under  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recognized  when  earned  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  they  are  in- 
curred. Estimated  amounts  have  not  been  recorded  for  services  rendered 
but  not  billed  as  of  the  close  of  the  year  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  Interest  on  General  Obligation  Debt  is  recognized 
when  due  rather  than  when  incurred  in  accordance  with  State  re- 
quirements. The  Precinct  believes  that  the  effects  of  these  departures  are 
immaterial  to  these  financial  statements. 

Assets,  Liabilities  and  Equity 

Inventory  of  Materials  —  Inventories  of  materials  consist  of  water  system 
materials  and  supplies  and  are  valued  at  cost.

Contributions  in  Aid  of  Construction  —  Funds  are  received  from 
developers  for  construction  and  are  recorded  as  contributed  capital.  Con- 
tributions in  aid  of  construction  were  $9,242  in  1990  and  $56,074  in  1989. 

Cash  —  The  Precinct's  cash  at  December  31,  1990  consists  of  deposits 
with  a  book  balance  of  $56,074  and  a  bank  balance  of  $87,356.  The  bank 
balance  is  fully  insured  by  federal  depository  insurance.
